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Shop-top living push: 

Waiver 
plan for 
parking

COUNCIL wants to encourage shop- 
top living in central Geelong with a 
waiver on a requirement for developers 
to provide car parks. 

But the waiver could delay develop- 
ment of a multi-storey car park in the 
city, according to a council report. 

Councillors voted this week to ask 
Planning Minister Mathew Guy to 
defer the council's precinct parking 
plan for at least 12 months, removing a 
potential funding source for a multi- 
storey park. 

The report said deferring the park- 
ing plan was necessary "to provide 
flexibility on parking" for shop-top 
developments. 

Under the parking plan developers 
must pay $18,500 for each space they 
are unable to provide. 

Fruit Property Geelong's Peter 
Julian warned city parking would 
remain "a killer" during business hours 
without a new multi-storey car park. 

"An extra multi-storey park would 
help no end because we're a country of 
car users," Mr Julian said. 

"Waiving car park requirements for 
shop-top living is all well and good but 
it doesn't solve the problem. People 
still don't have anywhere to park their 
car, especially during business hours. 

"It's nice but it's simply waiving a 
rule as opposed to providing a solution." 



The council report said providing 
on-street parking permits for central 
Geelong residents would be difficult 
during business hours. 

Mr Julian suggested council could 
allow development of apartments on 
top of a multi-level car park to help 
fund its construction. 

"All of a sudden you've got a great 
set of apartments with awesome views 
and you've got somewhere central to 
park," he said. 

"Landlords could lease spots allo- 
cated to CBD residences and residents 
could walk from their apartments to 
the car park. It needs a big bold plan 
instead of little touch ups here and 
there." 

Council's planning portfolio holder 
Cr Rod Macdonald said the city area 
had no shortage of parking under 
existing demand. 

"There are a number of options for 
longer-term parking and there are still 
all-day parks available," he said. 

"All we're doing is providing an 
option for those who don't need a car 
park. It will be interesting to see how 
the market responds. 

"We'll have to reassess the policy in 
the future but we wanted to get it start- 
ed and give developers and potential 
residents an attractive proposition. 

"Those who want a car space will 
choose to live somewhere else."

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Council to seek 'help* 
with bus interchange

GEELONG'S council wants 
Department of Human Services help 
with "anti-social" activity around 
Moorabool St's bus interchange, 
according to a councillor. 

Andy Richards, who holds council's 
transport portfolio, said City Hall 
would write to the department asking 
for officers to "help out". 

"We'll also write to Victoria Police 
requesting additional foot patrols in 
central Geelong," he said. 



"We're looking for the State 
Government to step up to the plate on 
these issues. 

"We want them to support a rostered 
police presence at the interchange, 
more DHS officers to help out and the 
Department of Transport to further 
improve public transport infrastructure. 

"Council does not want to just move 
the problem that exists around some 
young people's use of the area to 
another part of Geelong. It's important 
that both extra police and youth offi- 
cers are part of the solution." 



The plan follows a council review of 
the interchange, which found that it 
helped increase bus patronage 19 per 
cent. 

The review identified significant 
pedestrian increases in surrounding 
streets along with strong support for 
the interchange's location. 

Cr Richards said the review also 
highlighted "concerns", including con- 
gestion and bad behaviour. 

"Anti-social behavior by some indi- 
viduals is having a negative impact, 
there's a need to improve the level of 



amenity for bus patrons and smoking 
in and around the bus interchange 
needs addressing. 

"We'll be taking these issues up with 
the relevant authorities and the State 
Government as a matter of priority." 

Cr Richard said council would pro- 
vide smoke-free zones around the bus 
interchange. 

The City would ask Department of 
Transport for continued safety officer 
patrols, cleaning services around the 
interchange and improved signage and 
information on bus times and routes.

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Single-parent link 
to obesity for girls

GIRLS in single-parent families 
are at higher risk of becoming 
overweight or obese than coun- 
terparts in dual-parent house- 
holds, according to new Deakin 
University research. 

Deakin School of Psychology 
lecturer Dr Linda Byrne said a 
study of 8717 children aged four 
to nine from 300 postcodes 
revealed girls from single-par- 
ent families were more likely to 
pack on the pounds. 

Dr Byrne said the study also 
found that children in single- 



parent households watched 
more television and ate more 
fatty and sugary foods and less 
fruits and vegetables. 

She described the results as 
"confronting". 

"Parenting is a difficult job 
and there are extra demands 
when undertaking this task 
alone," Dr Byrne said. 

"It's important our results are 
not used to judge single parents. 
Rather, what we've found 
should be used to develop 
strategies to support families 
through some of the most chal- 



lenging parts of parenting: what 
to feed the kids and how to keep 
them active." 

Dr Byrne said despite the 
weight-risk findings the study 
also found that girls from one- 
parent households watched only 
two hours more television a 
week and ate just "a little more" 
high-fat and sugary foods. 

The research demonstrated 
that "small changes" in single- 
parent behaviour could result in 
better outcomes for their chil- 
dren, she said. 

"While the overall results for 



eating and television viewing 
are consistent with other stud- 
ies, we were surprised to find 
that only girls from single-par- 
ent families were overrepre- 
sented in the overweight cate- 
gory. This might be because 
girls are not as active as boys. 

"Mothers' perception of 
neighbourhood safety has been 
shown to influence weight in 
girls. If single mothers perceive 
their neighbourhood to be 
unsafe, they may be less likely 
to encourage their daughters to 
go outside and exercise."

THE MEMBERS of Victoria 
Police Geelong Traffic Division 
are pretty good at maintaining a 
professional exterior. 

"You have to be profession- 
al," Senior Sergeant Shane 
Coles said, "otherwise we can't 
do the job." 

These are the men who 
attend the serious collisions, 
where someone dies, where 
others may have suffered hor- 
rendous injuries. 

They've all been doing it for 
a while. And they all have sto- 
ries to tell about dealing with 
the aftermath of someone's 
mistake on the road. 

"We might do three or four 
fatals a year on average, often 
with serious injuries involved 
as well," Sen Sgt Coles said. 

"Kids are always hard." 

His squad murmurs in agree- 
ment. 

"Then it's dealing with the 
family reaction. 

"Families always look for 
the reasons why and sometimes 
when we tell them the reason 
it's really hard for them to 
accept." 

Families often turned to the 
investigating officer because 
they knew of nowhere else to 
go. 

Sen Sgt Coles said police 
lived with the event for three to 
six months while carrying out 
the investigation.

"Dealing with the family dur- 
ing that time, you can feel a bit 
like a counsellor or psycholo- 
gist. Often we'll refer them to 
(counselling and support body) 
Road Trauma Support Services 
Victoria." 

One of the squad members 
admitted he sometimes had a chat 
with the police psychologist. 

The admission took the oth- 



ers by surprise. 

"It builds up after a while," 
he said quietly. 

Police have peer support offi- 
cers and a welfare section, 
although the squad members 
gave the impression that some- 
times informal supports were of 
greater value than the structured 
assistance. 

"The banter between the 



blokes can help," Sen Sgt Coles 
said. 

"You need to keep your sense 
of humour even though some- 
times it might be a bit black 
because we all need to have 
some release, like the medical 
profession. 

"You can put cases behind you 
and then there'll be some trigger 
and it will bring it all back."

BUNNINGS has promised a 
jobs boon for the Surf Coast 
after winning its battle to build 
a $19 million store at the 
entrance to Torquay. 

The company said it would 
hire 80 "local residents" to 
more than 100 jobs in construc- 
tion. 

A Victorian Supreme Court 
decision this week gave the 
national hardware giant a green 
light to start work. 

The store bid drew wide- 
spread opposition from resi- 
dents concerned about big-box 



retail development at the entry 
to Torquay and its impact on 
existing businesses. 

Bunnings said it was pleased 
the court had "dismissed a chal- 
lenge" to the store on Beacon 
Blvd. 

Chief operating officer Peter 
Davis said construction work 
would begin in the next month. 

"The new store has been 
designed specifically for the 
local Torquay market and is half 
the size of a traditional metro- 
politan Bunnings Warehouse," 
Mr Davis said. 

The store would cover over 



6000 square metres and have 
parking for more than 200 cars. 

Torquay Commerce and 
Tourism Association president 
Martin Duke said the community 
"sort of expected" the decision. 

"It wasn't the news we want- 
ed to hear, it's disappointing. 
We really didn't want another 
shopping centre to open there," 
Mr Duke said. 

"We don't want all the other 
big boxes to open up beside 
them. It will make Torquay look 
like another Waurn Ponds." 

Mr Duke said the appeals 
process was now exhausted. 



Surf Coast Shire council 
rejected Bunnings' initial appli- 
cation last year. 

The company then appealed 
to Victorian Civil and 
Administrative Tribunal, which 
overturned the shire's decision. 
Traders appealed the tribunal 
decision to the Supreme Court. 

"They still have to abide by 
all the original conditions and 
there's a lot of good conditions 
in there," Mr Duke said. 

"I don't think they'll start 
anything for quite a while, even 
though it's only going to be a 
baby Bunnings."

MP's office in 
4C 'tip' anger

A LABOR MP's office has told 
residents State Government will 
leave unchanged the route of a 
controversially proposed bypass 
link south of Geelong, according 
to a lead objector. 

South Grovedale Action 
Group's Margarita Kumnik 
accused federal Member for 
Corangamite Darren Cheeseman 
of "playing political hockey" with 
residents fighting the route for 
stage 4C of the bypass. 

Objectors are waiting for state 
Planning Minister Matthew Guy 
to announce his decision on 4C 
after receiving an advisory panel 
report several weeks ago. 

"Darren Cheeseman's assistant 
rang me... and asked what we 
thought about how the report of 
the advisory committee had rec- 
ommended leaving the road 
where it was," Ms Kumnik said. 

"I said we hadn't heard that and 
asked who had told them and he 



responded that he couldn't say. 

"Turns out when we queried 
him about what his assistant had 
said. . .he back tracked and said he 
would 'bet London to a brick' that 
the existing road corridor would 
remain but would not say he knew 
so." 

Ms Kumnik said residents were 
questioning why the decision was 
taking so long when Mr Guy 
promised in January that it would 
take "a low number of months". 

Mr Cheeseman turned up the 
heat on State Government over 
the delay. 

"The Planning Minister, 
Matthew Guy, has admitted the 
4C report has been sitting on his 
desk for weeks now," Mr 
Cheeseman said. 

"Now the chickens have come 
home to roost Matthew Guy and 
(South Barwon MP) Mr Katos 
have to face up to their pre-elec- 
tion antics where they indicated to 
local Grovedale residents that it 



would not be that big a deal to 
move the road, giving the impres- 
sion they would move the road. 

"They either now back that up 
or they apologise to these 
Grovedale residents for mislead- 
ing them, deliberately saying one 
thing before the election and 
doing another thing now." 

Mr Guy blamed the former 
Labor Government for creating a 
ring road "mess". 

"It's a detailed and complex sit- 
uation and that's why Labor's 
mess is so difficult to clean up," 
he said. 

"We went through a long con- 
sultation process involving the 
community, unlike the previous 
Labor Government, and the deci- 
sion will be announced soon." 

Residents of Waurn Ponds and 
Grovedale fear noise, traffic and 
property value impacts from the 
proposal to run 4C along a rail- 
way reservation adjacent to 
homes.

Tough on community

It's time to see that nothing has changed or 
improved on this issue during our lifetimes with this 
approach.

Politicians like to get elected on it; government 
managers including police like having big depart- 
ments; public sector unions like having lots of 
members; security companies and insurers like it 
because fear keeps prices up and people paying; 
drug lords like the power, money and that they can 
mostly pass the dirty work on to others; Afghani 
farmers like it because they are paid by the Taliban 
to grow opium; the Taliban likes it because their 
enemies' populations pay for weapons. 

The losers are the end users and our community 
who pay for extra police, health care, child protec- 
tion, court, jails and welfare services. 

We also pay personal costs through thefts, burgla- 
ries and robberies as well as the human cost to our 
troops and their families. 

The reality is that if addicts could be treated under 
a medical model, many of the costs to our commu- 
nity would start to shrink.

THE VALIDITY of the contract between ratepayers 
and council is under question. 

Home owners are told that on purchase of their 
property they must begin paying rates. 

Thus, on the first payment of rates a contract for 
services has been entered into. 

The problem with this relates to some fundamen- 
tals of contract law. 

What is not divulged is that under contract law 
both parties must have the ability to negotiate the 
terms of the contract and include or omit clauses 
they do not agree with. 

Ratepayers have never been given an opportunity 
to negotiate terms with councils. 

Rates are arbitrarily determined on often-flawed 
property valuations on which ratepayers have no 
input. 

Furthermore, a contract is null and void if entered 
into under duress. This is the case with council rates 
because home owners are emphatically told they 
must pay rates or face all sorts of consequences. 

Local government is under siege to the spreading 
knowledge it has no constitutional recognition, pre- 
cluding any ability to impose property taxes via rates. 

Rates should be set fairly by ability to pay, not on 
over-inflated house valuations, and negotiability of 
the contract should be available to home owners. 

Otherwise the contract may be unlawful and 
ratepayers not liable for rates.

It's one of the most basic concepts 
in business. If you take over a new 
business that's thriving you make 
as few visible changes as possible, 
whereas if it's one that's struggling 
you plaster it with 'Under New 
Management' signs. 

Well, the car design caper's much 
the same. Whenever you see an 
upgrade where the changes are negli- 
gible then you know that it's been sell- 
ing well. 

So it is with the late-2010 upgrade 
to the Suzuki Swift which is barely 
distinguishable from its predecessor. 

There are changes, the headlights 
and taillights are larger and more 
sweeping than before, but the new 
Swift has retained the tall, neat and 
angular design that has proven so pop- 
ular since its launch in 2005. 

But the Swift shape isn't just there 
to look cute, it's also very practical. 
The number one aim across the current 
automotive world is improved fuel 
efficiency and engine emissions and 
Suzuki has taken the brave step of 
reducing the size of the Swift's engine 
from 1490 cc to 1372 cc. While this 
has produced a slight decrease in both 



power (70 kW compared with 74 kW) 
and torque (130 Nm from 133 Nm) it 
has ticked the green boxes with good 
reductions in fuel consumption (5.5 
L/100 km against 6.3 L/100 km) and 
emissions (132 grams per km from 
152 g/km). 

The 2011 Suzuki Swift comes in 
three different equipment levels, GA, 
GL and GLX, all with the same 
engine. The entry-level GA is only 
offered with the five-speed manual 
gearbox, the GL and GLX come with 
the option of a four-speed automatic. 

The slight reduction in power and 
torque is offset by reductions in weight 
in both engine and body and Swift 
remains as delightful to drive as ever. 

Importantly for Suzuki's marketing 
people the Swift has proven to be a bit 
of a gender bender because, unusually 
for a car in this class, it appeals to both 
female and male drivers. It also 
stretches across a wide range of ages. 

All-in-all the latest Suzuki Swift is 
an impressive small car that builds on 
the excellent reputation of the model it 
supersedes and it continues to gain 
plenty of new friends on the show- 
room floor, as well as pleasing existing 
owners who want to move up a class in 
sophistication.

A medium-large French vehicle, 
the Citroen C5 is an imagina- 
tively designed family car that 
delighted Citroen enthusiasts with its 
return to the roots of the marque famed 
for doing things differently. 

The C5 is extremely pleasant to 
drive and ride in. That's thanks to the 
hydraulic suspension system, now in 
the latest 'Hydractive 3' format, that 
Citroen has used for many years. It 
gives a magic carpet ride on most 
roads and even severe Aussie corruga- 
tions seldom find it wanting. 

C5 is a large car in a same range as 
Toyota Camry/Aurion, Holden 
Commodore and Ford Falcon. It is 
chock full of typical Citroen technolo- 
gy, combined with a dash of French 
flair. 

Citroen C5 is an impressive looking 
vehicle with a long, sleek body and 
fine sculpted lines that make it stand 
out in a crowd. 

We like the use of chrome to high- 
light not just the grille, but also the 
body lines including the high waist- 
line. Long headlamps and big air- 
intakes flank the distinctive Citroen 
chevron grille. 

The Exclusive variant of the C5 sits 
midstream in the C5 sedan range at 
$57,990, above the entry-level 
Comfort 2.0 HDi ($46,990) and below 
the range-topping 3.0 V6 twin-turbo 
Exclusive ($69,990). Pricing does not 
include statutory charges and delivery 
costs for the midstream and range-top- 
ping models, but the entry level pric- 
ing is driveaway.

Citroen's six-speed automatic trans- 
mission is superbly smooth and with 
manual overrides is excellent for 
engine braking. 

Large Citroens are legendary when 
it comes to passenger comfort and the 
C5 is no exception. 

On top of the seats having excellent 
support as well as give, the air suspen- 
sion absorbs all but the most aggres- 
sive of road bumps. 

Typically, the big Citroen turbo- 
diesel will use only about six to seven 
litres per hundred kilometres on motor- 
ways and on easy-going country trips. 

Even suburban driving isn't likely to 
take the consumption much over nine 
litres per hundred kilometres. These 
are impressively low figures for a car 
loaded with luxury and style. 

With its stylish looks, economical 
engine, superb ride and luxury features 
the big Citroen C5 should be some- 
where on the short list of anyone look- 
ing for an affordable prestige car that's 
right out of the ordinary.

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Squid influx pushes anglers to the bag limit

SQUID reports dominated the past week, 
with most anglers taking bag-limit cap- 
tures. 

The largest specimens, some pushing 
close to 3kg, were taken from both 
Queenscliff and Edwards Point. 

Swan Bay's entrance hosted plenty of 
boat traffic, with most who hit the water 
early finding the squid thick. 

Small, natural coloured jigs were best, 
particularly the Yamashita 2.5. 

Tony Fitzgerald nailed his bag limit 
three times. Fishing in just 1.5 metres of 
water off Grassy Point, Tony had up to 
three squid attacking his jig at once, with 
his best an impressive 2.6kg. 

Brad Mitchell found plenty of squid at 
St Leonards, taking his bag limit with lit- 
tle effort on Yo Zuri jigs. 

Trevally turned up in the cut at 
Queenscliff. Fishing the lead up to high 
tide with soft plastics such as Turtleback 
worms should produce quality fish, with 
recent captures pushing 2kg. 

Paul Sawyer showed me a bag of whit- 
ing from 3cm to 45cm boated at 
Queenscliff on Monday morning. 

Paul used fresh squid baits, with the hot 
location just a minute from the cut 
entrance. 

Peter Farmer fished the 20m line off St 
Leonards Peter Farmer to catch quality 
gummy shark, with the best of his four 
fish weighing 11.4kg cleaned. 

Shaun McLeod tried trolling for snap- 
per for the first time last weekend with 
success. Working from Point Wilson Pier 
toward Wilson Spit with Rapala Tail 
Dancers, Shaun landed three nice snapper 
to a touch over 4kg as well as five flat- 
head around 45cm. 

Soft plastics anglers found small snap- 
per from Point Wilson Pier all the way to 
Bird Rock, with three-inch Gulp minnows 
accounting for plenty of fish to 35cm. 

The same area also hosted salmon 
working baitfish. The salmon were diffi- 
cult to tempt but the fish landed were 
close to 2kg. 

Bay snapper anglers had a quiet week, 
although Terry Anderson's patience paid 
off with a pair of 7kg beauties. 

Terry took both halfway between the 
channel and North Shore rocks. 

Joel Jeffries fished land-based from the 
rocks to catch a nice snapper of 2.3kg 
along with two flathead around 600g 
each. 

Snapper were caught again from around 
the moored boats at Fishermen's Pier, 
although not in the same quantities. Bait 
anglers managed fish to 1.5kg after dark.

Corey Gallagher fished the Barwon 
River estuary on the weekend, finding 
plenty of small salmon along with a few 
to 48cm. Corey also nailed half a dozen 
nice silver trevally on soft plastics. 

Surf angling was quiet, with quality 
salmon difficult to find. Fairhaven and 
Eastern View produced fish averaging 
500g, with similar specimens at Jan Juc 
and Breamlea. 

The best salmon were caught from the 
mouth of St George River, with lure 
anglers taking fish close to 1kg. 

Freshwater options remained produc- 
tive, with Deep Lake yielding rainbow 
trout on small, bibbed lures such as X Rap 
4s and SX 40s. 

Lake Tooliorook was a great option for 
angelrs using Powerbait. 

Hepburn Lagoon continued to fire with 
rainbow trout averaging a little over 1kg. 
Fly and lure anglers enjoyed the best 
results. 

Nearby Newlyn Reservoir returned 
some of the best captures, with browns 



close to 2kg, taken on lure and fly. 

Anglers prepared to fish all night with 
local gudgeon at Lake Bullen Merri con- 
tinued taking awesome brown trout, many 
over the magical 101b mark. 

For those fishing traditional respectable 
found trolling successful. 

Danny Clapinski and Rick Maes trolled 
up two quality fish of around 2kg, while 
Jack Porter boated three fish better than 
1.5kg each. 

Lake Purrumbete also fished well, with 
trolling productive and mudeyes fish 
under bubble floats close to shore also 
returning results. Anglers using ice jigs 
also caught redfin in around seven to 10m 
of water. 

This weekend's morning high tides 
should be ideal for salmon from the surf, 
while Deep Lake and Tooliorook will be 
the best bets for freshwater angling.
